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Early the next mozning, Dionyſius, attended by his Mobility, 
rode fo2 to meet the Pzince ſome three miles from the City; 
whom having met, he molt lovingly embzaced, and Welcomed 
with. exceeding great .Courteſie, -Pariſmus'marvelling very 
much at this unexpected kindnels in him, ſaid, Mott high and 
Magnilicſent King, J being altogerher unwozthy of this your 
exceeding. favour, moſt humbly entrrat your Pardon to my p2e- 
ſumption, deſiring you to impute my raſhneſs to my Youth : 
which hath attempted this , without any hope, in the 
leaſt degree, to deſerve tht + Dionyſius taking him by 
the hand, deſired him to hele Speeches, fo2 that he c⸗ 
ſteemed his Court and inſufficient to entertain him as 
he deſerved, telling bi he was rhe moſt Welcome Gueſt 
to his Court that m > UWherewith they joykully departed 


towards the City. 
As they Rode by a Woods fide, they heard a moſt grievous 


in the Thicket thereof, whereupon Dionyſius commanded 
Knights to beſet the Mood on every ſide ; himſelf, Pai ĩſ nus 
and divers Noblemen,,entred the Thicker, where they found an

And being this 
diſcontented,oft a ſudden the King was certiſled there was gre: t 
hopes of his recovery, who ſpeaking to Pariſmus, ſaid, Moſt 
Noble Pꝛinte, J hope this miſchance hath not diſquieted you; 
fo2 I chou be ſozry pou ſhould conceive any occaſion of ſadneſs 
thereat, being J truſt by that time Oliris be recovered, we ſhall 
eaſily come to the knowledge thtreof, | 

Lodd, replycd Pariſmus, I have no cauſe to be grieved fo? 
mp part, but to lee your Majeſty hereby diſquicted. Indeed, ſaid 
Dionyſius, it ſomewhat grieverh me, becauſe Oliris is one that

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J love, being well wo2thy rhereof,fo2 his vertues do ext ad many 
Mens, of whoſe Faith and Fidelity J have ſufficient Tryal, and 
a moze Loyal Knight cannot be found, By this time they were 
tome to the Palate⸗Gate, where was the Queen with all her 
Train of Ladies, ready to welcome Pariſmus; which was ſuch. 
a pleaſant ght to behold, that the P)ince with rhe ſudden view 
ok their Beauty, was dꝛiven into a deep ſtudy, from which he was 
revived by the Queen, who moſt graciouſly came and Welcomed. 
him, ſaying, In all kindn your Honour Welcome into 
Theſſaly, where we will en o requite your Friendſhip - 
in comfng unto us. 
Moſt vertuoug Quten, quoth he, 
vour, both my ſelf, and all that ar ſhall be continually 
bound to do vou all dutitul ſervice. ear Gloꝛy of the Paz 
lace made Pariſmus to marvel ; and theHonourable Entertain: 
ment, the ſumptuous Banquets, the rare Yuſick, and gallant 
Shows, roo tedious to rehearſe, made him think that Fame hay 
altogether darkned the Honour of that plate: lo that all his ſenſes 
were very much refreſhed with the variety of ſeveral Delights; 
At ſuch time as King Dionyſius and the Pꝛinte entered the 
Court, Laurana hearing of rhe Pzince's coming, ſtanding at her 
Chamber-Windsw, viewed them well; and knew, oz at leaſt 
thought that to be Pariſmus, that tame with her Farher and the 
Queen, attended by a gallant Train ok Knights; and talling 
her Maid Ledia unto her, ſhe laid, Surely thar is the Famous 
Knight Pariſmus, Pꝛinte of Bohemia, that tometh along with 
my Father.

To relate the Conference the King and Pariſmus had, were 
too tedious, and impertinent to the Hiſtoʒy. But the Pꝛinte niuch 
marvelling he could not ſee Laurana, ſo fanous for her Beauty, 
was hereby dzawn into many deep Cogitations: by which 


thoughts, and remembyance of the late journey he had palled only 


to-behold her Perſon, and that now he could not be aCured he had

Dinner being fully. ended, Dionyſus, Pariſmus, and the 
Queen, walked into a moſt oleaſant Garden: and ſoon after, he 
was entertained with a moſt coſtly and rare Danquet,pzobidedin 
an Arbour oz Zangctring:Houſe, adjoyning to a Gzove fraughr 


"with many pleaſant birds, whole [wit harmony much augment: 


e the pleaſure of the place, all things being mot artificially con- 
trivedfo2 Delight ; which when Pariſmus beheld, he then 
to think with himſelf, bow he ſhould [ee the Pzinceſs La

fo whoſe ſake he-undertook his Travels, whoſe aimable pzſence 
would have refreſhed his tired Senſes, and likewiſe expell thoſe

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But when he ſaw none but the King and Queen, he began to 
war much troubled in his mind, to think whar might be the 
cauſe, that ſhe, whoſe Fame had long ſince come to his know- 
- ledge, was not to be ſeen: that by conſtrained Mirth, he paſs*d 
away the time in ſuch Banquetting and other paſtime, as the 
King entertained hin withal; which was ſuch as he much 
wondzed ar. Now night being come, with all Catelineſs that 
might be, he was conducted to his Lodging, which was moff 
ſumptuouſly adoꝛned with moſt coſtly and Rich Hangings, that 
the place ſeemed to be a New Paradiſe, fo2 there wanted nothing 
that might either delight the Ear oꝛ Exe. As fo: Lodgings fox 
bis Noble-men, Knights, and Followers, they were placed in 
ſuch manner, that they ſeemed by their ſcituaNons, to be Guar⸗ 
dians to their Lozds perſon. Having then taken his leave al 
the King and Queen, he betook himſelf to his reſt.

Death unto him, unleſs he have Remedy? What wouldſt thou 
think? J would, my Lo2d, ſaid he, ſpeak my Opinion, it J knew 
whence the Oziginal of that Evil ſhould pzoreed. From my ſelf, 
ald Pariſmus, faz thus it is: Thou, Jam cure, haſt heard ot 
the

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the Kenowned Laurana, and of the Honourable Repozt that is 
ſp2ead of her Beauty and Uertues, which dꝛiveth me into many 
thoughts, becauſe J cannot behold that Beauty, therekoze I im- 
part my mind to thee, as the only Man J truſt ; and unleſs J 


tan by the means have ſome hope of comfozt, J will both Curſe 


the Hour of my Nativity, and remain hereafter in continual 
grief, Therefoze Counſel me what J had beſt to do herein. 

My Lodd, ſaid Oriſtus, ſince it hath pleaſed your Highneſs ſa 
0... to favour me, as to chuſe me to be your aſſiſtant herein, J 
will faithfully and ſpeedily do to the uttermoſt to accompliſh your 
deſire. J p2ay thee then do it, ſaid Pariſmus, with all ſpeed, fo 
my reſtleſs paſſions require Tounſel. J have, ſaid Oriſtus, ſome 
atquaintance with Lozd Remus, who is greatly favoured of the 
King, continually reſident in the Court, and well beloved of all, 
by whoſe means J do not doubt but both to have ſome certain 
knowledge of the P2inceſs , as alſo ſoon ts ting vou to her 
Speech; and aceozding as you have put me in truſt, ſo will J 
uſe all the means J can, to purchaſe your Highneſs con- 
tent. 

Moſt part of the Night being paſt,.Pariſmus berok bimtelk to 


his reſt, and Or iſtus to his Lodging. In the Mozning, Diony- 


{ins being early up, uſed his attoſtomed manner, to viſit his 
Gut its; and coming to Pariſmns's Chamber, he found him not 
there,bur walking in a Gallery thereto adjoyning,and Saluting 
him, ſaid, Noble Ptince, if you are not weary with your late 
Journey, J would entreat your Company to go on Punting: 
this day, fo2 that J have appointed to meet a Noble Friend of 
mine at the Foreſt of Red Deer, fox ſo it is called, by reaſon of. 
the abundance of thole Beaſts that the Country b2ederh ;: where 
vou ſhall ſre what paſtime the Bounds can make. Which. 
Pariſnms kindly accepted. Griſtus (taped behind, ro the end 
he might effec his purpoſe, and walking in the Garden, he chan-- 


ted, actozding to his defire, to mer with rhe Lo2d Remus; and 


have ſaluted him, ſaid, He was glad to find him at [ciCure, or 


having ſome Conference with him, to renew their acquain- 


tance. So walking” into a ſolitary Harbour, talking of 
divers matters, it chanced the Pzinceſg Laurana, thinking to re: 
| ereatz:

create her ſelf in the Garden, fo2 that ſhe thought all the Nobles 
had been gone on Hunting with the King her Father, chanced to 
come, accompanied with her Maiden Ledia, unto the ſolitary 
plate, where Lozd Remus and Oriſtus were then talking; and 
eſpying the Lozd Remus, whom ſhe p2efently knew, My Lo2d, 
Huoth the, J had thought vou had been on Hunting this day, bur 
I tee your mind is buſied with ſome other Exerciſes. Molt 
Noble Pyinceſs, quoth he, if J had gone on Hunting, J ſhould 
have left this Honourable Lozd, my Noble Friend, without 
Company; ſo that I thought it my Duty to keep him from bet: 
ter ſtudies with my homelytalk. So the P2inceſs kindly ſalu- 
ting them, told Oriſtus, He was welcome to her Father's Court, 
and therewith departed, 8 

Nuoth Oriſtus, Wy Lo2d, Js this the Pꝛinteſs Laurana, of 
whom J have heard ſuch rare Commendations in Bohemia? 
It is, ſaid he, the very ſame, and the moſt vertuous and courteous 
Lady, that liveth this day; who very ſeldome cometh abzoad, 
but continually giveth her ind to pꝛactiſe excellent qualities, 
amongſt other vertuous Ladies. During this their talk, they 
Had walked about the Palace to the end, that Oriſtus might be⸗ 
hold the ſtatelineſs thereof ; who having ſeen all things, and 
knowing which was Laurana's Loding, was in ſome meaſure 
comfoꝛted by that knowledge. 

Thus the day being ſpent,and the King returned from Þunt:- 
ing, Pariſmus came to Oriſtus, and enquired of him, Jf he had 
heard of Laurana, and what comfo2t there was fo: him? My 
Loꝛd, quoth he, J have beheld her, and heard her Heavenly voice, 
who is able to aſtoniſh any Man with her exteding Beauty: 
relating unto him all the Conference he had with LozdRemas, 
which did greatly rejoyte him to hear. So he betok himſelf to 
his reſt, where he ſpent mott part of the Night, in meditating 
how o tome to the ſpeech oꝛ ſight of her. 

Utry early the next Yozning, taking a Book in his hand, he 
walkt into the Garden that was under Laurana's Chamber- 
window, where having walked a while, he eſpying her loking out; 
whole Heavenly Beauty (o Captibated all his Senſes, that he 

{od es one half amazed; and though he had never ſen her befoze, 
| | per 
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yet his fanſie perſwaded him it was ſhe: which ſhe perceiving, 
flipping back, called Led ia unto her, asbing her, It ſhe knew the 
Knight that walked under her Window ? who told her, That 
ft was the Pzince of- Bohemia. Whereat Laurana lluſped ſa 
exceedingly, that her Heart ſeemed to leap within her. Then 
ſecretly looking our, ſye diligently beheld him, taking ſucha duli⸗ 
gent view of his Comlineſs, that pzeſently her fancy began to 
commend his perſon,feeling in her ſelf a kind of delight to beholy 
him. Pariſmus ſecing her gone, began to repzove himſelf of great 
folly, that by his raſhneſs had dep2ived himſelf of her ght. 

By that time he had walked there a good ſpace, Oriſtus came 
to tell him, That the King expected his coming into the G2eat- 
Chamber; which cauſed him to depart, giving a ſad look to the 
Window, as unwilling to loſe the ght thereof, telling Oriſtus 
how fo2tunately he had beheld Laurana. 

By this time they were come to the King, who ſaluting Pariſ- 
mus, deſired his Company to viſit Oriſtus. At their coming- 
they found him very chearkul, which rejoyced Dionyſivs to ſee ; 
who coming to him, told him, That he, with the Boung Pzinice 
of Bohemia, were come to viſit him, and to be certifiedof the oc-- 
taſion of his migfoztune. J yield my-humble thanks, ſaid Ori- 
ſtus, to pour Majeſty, and that Noble Pꝛinte, fo2 the care you 
have of my ddl elcaxe, being ſozry, that by my mſſadventure, vou 
have been dilquleted. But to [atisfte your Highneſs therein, 
thus it was :.

J listened as long as Jcould, to hear her talk, and marking 
which way they took, J went in, and with all the ſpccd J could 
Armed my ſelf, and followed after them, but could not overtake .

of rhe Damſel;. J found him ready to accompliſh his Uillany, 
thꝛeatning molt grievouſly to tozment her if ſhe yielded not to 
him, Trayto?, ſaid J, what moveth thee touſe this Lady ſo dif: 
courteonfly ? Jr beſæmeth not a Knight and a Gentleman, as 
thou ſeemeſt to be, to uſe ſuch rigour to a diſtreſſed Uirgin. 
Bit, be gone, ſaid he again, oz J will quickly ſend thee againſt 


thy will, and then tell thee my reaſon, UWherewith the Maiden 


deſired me J would pity her effate, telling me, That the was 
Daughter unto a mage belonging unto the King of Salmatia, 
and was by that Knight violently taken fo2th of her Fathers 
Garden, none being by to aſd her, and bzought into that miſerable 
eſtate by the cruelty of that witked Homicrde, who went to diſho-

This, my Soveraign, is the true occaſion bf my miſchance. 
Pariſmus all this while ſtob very ſadly mung, having his 
mind mo2e buſied on his Love, then to liſten to Oſi rigs Speech, 
being far enthfalled to the Beauty of Laurana, on whom he pla- 
ted all his felicity ; till that Dionyſius wakened him from his 
with this Speech : My Lozd;ſafd Jes How was it poſſi

* next mozning Sicanus ſought all the means he could to 
ſolicite his Suit again: but Laurana uled the matter in 
ſuch (ot, that the bert her Chamber thꝛee o2 four days, to the end 
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he ſpould have no occaſion-to {peak to her; which made him al 
moſt mad. And ſeeing himſelf fruftrared of his defire that way, 
His mind, being apt foz any finp2efien, began to deviſe, how he

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momiſed tp da, fo2 that his Hawk was eſteemed above all others. 
Likewiſe-Sicanus, the King. of Hungaria, and the Pyinte of 
Sparta, would bear him company. ee” 

The next mozning very Early, King Dionyſius, Pariſmus, . 
t the ret of the Company,-addzeſſed themſelves'td that paſtime z 
and having ſpent.-moſt part of the day, towards the Evening 
Pariſmus loft hig Hawk, which he loved exceeding well; being 
Nocured by a Tempes that ſuddenſy-aroſe.; and thereby being 
wond2ed from the reſt of his company, chanced to hear the noiſe 
ol her Bells, as he thought, in the Wood hard by: where, becauſe 
ke could not ride, he alighted from his HBozle, and got in on foot. 
he was not entred far, but-thoſe Uillains that Sicanus han 
hred, having lollowed him ſecretly all that day, and naw thinking 
ald finding this the ftteſt oppoztunity to do theit purpoſe, were 
evme into the Mood, and cloſe at Pariſmus his heels: who eſpy⸗ 
ing them looking with ghaffly countenances, as he thought, ann 
with their weapons about them, (the Nillatns indeed being ama⸗ 
3ed at Us very countenance) began to cal to rememhante the 
late miſchance that Oſiris had received in the laut face: but 
that thought was ſoon extinct, for that He knew them to be Sica- 
nus his Servants. Ar laſt he asked them if they had not teen 
his Hawk? They anſwered.nvt'a'wo2d, but one of them ſtared - 
about, as if he had heard her near at hand, which cauſed Pariſmus - 
to look diligently the ſame way. But he jn the mean time d)aw- 
ing his Swozd, ſtuck Pariſmus ſo violently upon the Head; (be⸗ 
ing bare:headed by reaſon of the heat) and the blow habing no⸗ 
thing to mitigate the koꝛce thereof, ſo grievouſly wounded him, 
that hefell to the Earth: then, befoze He could recover himſelf, 
and withal being without a Weapon, (fo2 otherwiſe thoſe there. 
tould not have wirhſtood his foxce) they had given him two o2 
thꝛee moꝛtal wounds; and ſeeing him not able tofrrũſt them, they 
began to tonſult what they ſhould do with his body. 

In the mean time Pariſmus, Having gotten bzeath, began to 
intreat them to ſpare his Life, (fowhzrars in ſuch a caſe would 
not pꝛevail) pzomiling to reward them with great kindneſs, if 
they would not murther him; pertwading them withal, that this 
their deed would be known, fo that ſuch wichednely, is. tomunon:-- 
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ly revealed, and always grievouſly puniſhed; and he that had ſer 

them about that Uilajnoug action, would always hate them in 
his heart, though outwardly he might pꝛetend a ſhew of kriend⸗ 
ſhip; telling them-likewiſe, That he wag a Pzinte, and able to 
pzefer and pleaſufe them: pzomiſing them that they Gould not 
need to fear. Sicanus his difpleaſure,if they would fave his Like: 
and how all Men would hate Them foz deſtroying him; but on 
the othec ſide, Men would commend them koꝛ being ſo merciful, 
as to ſpare his Lite. All theſe perſwaſiong could nothing pꝛe⸗ 
vail, but wfrhour'making him any. anſwer, they thzuſt their 
Swoꝛds into his body in divers places; and thinking him ts be 
dead, they covered him with moſs and leaves, leaving 
to be devoured by ſome wild Beat. His Yozſe they typed 
without the Mood, but him they unbzidled and let go, 49avoip 
ſuſpition ; their own weapons they ſunk in the bottom 1 deep 
Pool of water that was by the Woods ſide, and ſo-departed, nos 
being diſcovered, oz fuſpected by any, 25 


Uulhile they were Eriving with Par iſmus in this ſoꝛt, it chan- 


ted that there was a Knight, as he ſeeined-by his Armaur, that 


heard the noiſe, and hafting by gueſs, lo well as he could, to the · 


place, at length he come where Pariſmus lay covered,and looking 


about could ſee no body, but might perccive the Earth trodden, 


and all” to be-\ſmeared with Blood, and the Mols tozn up, and 


temoved krom its-uſilal place: whereupon diligently leatching 


about, he eſpyed the lump of Mols and Leaves, where Par iſmus 
lay covered under, which was the only pꝛeler vatian ok his Lite; 


fo2 the Mols lying cli de about him, kept the Wind Crom his 


Wounds, otherwiſe he had periched. 05% 
The Knight removing off the Haves, found the body of the. 
goodlieſt Man that ever he beheld, moſt grieboufly wounded, and 
gaſping fo its laſt bzeath of life : which lo mollificd his heart, 
(though he was ol a cruel diſpoſition) uſed all the means he could - 
to reſtoze him; and labouring to recover his ſenſes, he perceived © 
death to ſteal fozth of his Noſtrils, which perſwaded him that- 
there was hope of Life. Therefoze raking Pariſmus in bis 
Arms, he conveyed-him to the place of his abode, which was: 
within thoſe. Woods, - Now you muſt undevſtand; that this 
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Anight wag ont ol the tompany ot thole Out- laws that kept in 
that Wood, being dꝛiven to live in ſuch an oblture place, fo2 fear 
of puniſhment fo2 divers Dut-rages they had committed, and 
taking a kelitity in that kind of Life,they continued a great Fra- 
ternity amongſt them; he being the very ſame that had wounded - 
Ofiris, as betoze rehearſed. Amongſt whom we will leave 
Pariſmus to declare what happened at the Court, | 
- Dionyſivs marbefling that when the day was ended Pariſmus 
was not returned, both he and the reft (Sicanus accepted) diveriiy 
conjectured, moft thinking that he was gone aſtray, and being 
unacquainted, might be gone to the Palace, not knowing whicy 
way to return to the place where he left them. Sicanus likewiſe 
ſeemedascareful as the reſt. Vet at laft, by the nights appꝛoath 
thrp all departed towards the City; and at their arrival, Diony-» 
nus earneffly enquired fo2 Pariſmus his return, but could hear

Being hereat much perplexed in mind, he imagined that Pariſ⸗ 
mus might be gone ſo far in ſearch of his Hawk, that he could not 
attain to the City that night, and therefoze might lodge by the 
way, and lo return the next moꝛning. Thus, with this hopeful 
perſwaſion, being perſwaded koz that pꝛelent, they betook them:

The Black Knight ill ruſh⸗ 
ing amongſt the rhickeft ol the Perſians,came to the place where O- 
riſtus was unhozſed and ſtrongly aſſailed; who-ſeeing him incthat 
diſtreſs laid on with luch fury, that happy was he that get 
the fartheſt from him: by which means Oriſtus recovered his Horſe: - 
Thus all the day the Battle tontinued, to the terroz of the Perſi- 
ans, comfort of the Thelſlalians and the honour of the Black Knight, 
who ſill behaved himſelf with ſuch an undaunted Courage, that all 
that beheld him, admired his derds ok Thivalry : and the Queen 
and Laurana, who all this while beheld the Battle, could not otherwiſe 
but judge the Black Knight, to be the ſtouteſt Man in the Mold.

Then dꝛawing their Swozds Pariſmusencountred Zoilus, Pollipus - 
fought Brandor, and the Dut-law Ramon; betwen whom began a 
molt terrible Battle, that in ſho2t time their Armour flew in pieteg, 
and the Blod ran abundantly down from either Party; in which 
molt cruel fight they continued together fo2 the ſpace of two hours. 
At laſt; Pariſmus being enraged at the valour of his Adverſary, 
and knowing that it was now no time of dalKiance, becauſe he ſaw 
the Dut-law begin to faint, aſſailed Zoilus ſo fiercely, that he 
could ſcarcely withſtand his fury , and there had dyed by the uncon: 
quered Arm of Pariſmus, but that the Dut:law had received ſuch a 
wound by the hand of Ramon, that he fell down dead under his Hoſe, 
which ſomewhat refrethed Zoilus, toꝛ that Ramon taking the advan» 
tage, alſo aſſailed Pariſmus, which put him to his uttermol ſhifts. 
At laſthe-eſpyed a piece of Armour bzoken from Ramon's Arm, in 
which place he gave him ſuch a thꝛuſt, that he let his Hozle Reing 
fall, and his Hozſe being at liberty, ran difozderly about the Liſts: 
Zoilus in the mean time being well refreſhed the aid of Ra- 
mon, ftrook ſuch a fo2cible blow ar Pariſmus, it pierced the 
Armour on his lefr Arm, and lighted lo full on his Thigh, that he 
was moſt griebouſly wounded. Which blow turned Pariſmus ferices 
to fuch fury, that with all his kozte viking at Zoilus, he (mote 
him on the Head with ſuch fury, that he fell down from his Hozte. 
At which blow all the Field ſhouted, and Pariſmus's Swozb burtt. 

Ail this while the other two Champions continued combating 
each other moſt yavely, and with great commendation, bur to rhe 
diſadvantage of Brandor, who was mighty ſtrong, and a big⸗bonꝰd 
Knight ; who ſtrook his blows with ſuch fozce, that Had nor Polli- 
pus nimblp avoided them, he could not habe withff@d Him, At 
lat Pollipus, having eſpyed his advantage, thzuſtat him with ſuch 
fozce, that his Sword lighting on a hꝛoben place of his Armour, 
pierced him quite thzough the body, that he dyed pyeſently, 

By this time Ramon had recovered his ſenſes and ſeing Pariſmus 
to have vanquiſhed Zoilus, aſſailed him, weaponleſs as we was, and 
wounded him in two o2 the places...
